ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Reports  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  years  1947  and  1948. 

During  the  period.  Dr.  Paisley  (Medical  Officer  of  Health 
from  17/3/41  -  30/11/47)  and  Dr.  Barnes  (Medical  Officer  of  Health 
from  8/12/47  -  0/12/48)  resigned  and  I  would  like  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  what  I  am  sure  would  be  the  wish  of  the  Council  -  an 
appreciation  of  the  good  work  dene  by  both  Medical  Officers  with 
special  reference  to  the  arduous  work  during  the  War  of  Dr. Paisley 
and  the  investigation  into  the  sub-standard  houses  by  Dr.  Barnes. 

The  dates  of  resignation  of  both  Medical  Officers  were 
inconvenient  for  the  completion  of  the  Annual  Reports  for  1947  snd 
1948  and  owing  to  the  shortage  of  clerical  staff  I  am  combining 
both  annual  reports  into  one. 

Dr.  I.  B.  Lawrence  commenced  his  appointment  on  6th 
December,  1948. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  two  years  has  been 
satisfactory  but,  as  elsewhere,  did  not  escape  the  epidemic  of 
Infantile  Paralysis  which  spread  all  over  the  country  in  1947. 
Fortunately,  only  two  civilian  cases  occurred  in  Portland  and  no 
deaths  resulted,  but  three  other  cases  were  reported  in  members 
of  the  Services  and,  unfortunately,  one  died. 

The  main  health  hazard  in  Portland,  as  elsewhere,  is 
insufficient  housing  accommodation,  this  has  been  accentuated  in 
this  area  by  houses  damaged  by  enemy  action.  The  other  factors 
causing  this  shortage  are  (a)  bad  property  which  but  for  the  war 
would  have  been  condemned,  the  little  better  houses  which  have 
deteriorated  and  now  also  are  unfit,  (b)  absence  of  new  houses 
which  in  normal  times  are  regularly  being  built,  (c)  the  increase 
in  the  birth  rate. 
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I  believe  the  health  of  the  nation  will  be  influenced  by 
the  speed  at  which  new  houses  are  built.  It  is  a  comforting 
thought,  however,  to  know  that  the  structure  of  houses  are  now 
carefully  controlled  and  that  rising  dampness,  seen  so 
commonly  in  the  older  houses,  should  disappear.  I  do  feel, 
however,  we  are  losing  a  great  opportunity  of  doing  more,  such 
as,  better  insulation,  internal  central  heating  arrangements, 
installation  of  more  modern  fuel  saving  appliances,  combined 
with  space  heating  of  other  rooms  and  even  district  heating. 

The  latter  points  would  all  help  to  reduce  the  damage,  not 
only  to  health  but  also  to  buildings  caused  by  smoke. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Portland  stands  in  a  unique  position  in  that  it  is  an 
island  joined  to  the  mainland  by  a  long  narrow  peninsular 
bounded  on  the  west  side  by  the  renowned  Chesil  Beach  and  its 
setting  with  its  rugged  cliffs  is  magnificent. 

Plans  for  constructing  an  alternative  road  ascending  the 
Island  are  contemplated  and  as  the  unfit  houses  along  the  route 
are  cleared  the  opportunity  of  rebuilding  and  beautifying  the 
Island  will,  I  am  sure,  not  be  lost  on  the  present  active 
Council. 

Beautiful  surroundings  play  a  greater  part  than  is  often 
realised  in  sustaining  and  stimulating  both  the  mental  and 
bodily  health  of  the  community  and  I  am  sure  many  people  would 
approve  if  some  of  the  eyesores  of  Portland  ■were  gradually 
improved  or  removed.  I  refer  to  the  untidy  masses  of  stones 
and  rubble  lying  near  the  disused  quarries,  these  could  be  made 
into  playing  fields  or  gardens  and  the  warmth  in  these  disused 
quarries,  even  on  the  coldest  day,  would  attract  many 
inhabitants  and  even  visitors. 

The  main  industries  on  the  Island  are  situated  on  the  top 
of  the  hill,  the  chief  being  quarrying  and  masonry  works  for 
Portland  Stone  -  these  works  are  the  largest  of  its  kind  in 
the  world. 

Underhill,  the  Naval  Dockyard  provides  employnent  for  many 
people. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  appreciation  of  public  health  matters,  also  Mr.  Bolt  our 
Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  painstaking  work,  which  considering 
he  used  public  transport,  amazed  me  at  the  amount  which  he 
managed  to  carry  out.

AMBULANCE  SERVICES

1881.  The  urgency  of  the  case  should  be  stated. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

In  1947,  owing  to  the  increasing  need  of  this  service,  a 
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third  home  help  was  appointed  in  November.  One  of  the  home 
helps  resigned  late  in  1948  because  she  was  leaving  the 
district,  and  she  was  replaced  in  February,  1949.  Under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  the  powers  for  providing  home  helps 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  in  February 
1949  a  home  help  organiser  was  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

HOSPITAL  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

These  are  now,  under  the  new  Act,  under  control  of  the 
Regional  Board. 


REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR . 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Mains .  Water  Samples  were  taken  during  1947  and  1948  and 
the  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  showed  that  some 
contamination  occurred  at  the  borehole  during  the  years.  Of 
the  nine  samples  taken,  five  were  satisfactory,  two  were 
unsatisfactory  and  two  suspicious. 

All  chlorinated  samples  of  tap  water  were  highly 
satisfactory. 

Well.  Three  samples  from  one  disused  well  were  taken  in 
1948.  All  proved  unsatisfactory. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

With  few  exceptions  the  water  carriage  system  is  of 
general  use  in  the  district.  The  closet  accommodation  is 
satisfactory.  The  disposal  is  by  means  cf  three  outfalls  to 
the  sea. 

There  are  twelve  buildings  drained  into  cesspools . 

Three  have  pail  closets. 

Three  into  septic  and  filter  tanks. 

In  two  instances  premises  are  drained  into  natural 
fissures . 

New  sewage  works.  An  extension  of  300  yards  was  laid  for 
the  Courtlands  Road  prefabricated  houses.  The  Chesil  Outfall 
was  repaired  and  outlet  carried  to  its  original  position  out 
at  sea. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  followed  the  lines  of 
previous  years.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction 
of  the  Surveyor.  The  method  of  treatment  is  by  means  of 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Council’s  Depot,  a  method  advocated 
for  a  considerable  time  and  is  now  quite  satisfactory.  No 
complaints  are  now  received  as  to  nuisance  as  was  the  case 
before  this  system  was  adopted.
